Boulevard $1.50 to $2.00 each, depending on size 

A compact, slow-growing tree with exceptionally dark 
green leaves. The leaves are long and closely set 
and the inner branchlets are drooping. The oldest 
known plant is in the Hemlock Arboretum, a graft from 
the Boulevard Nurseries, Newport, Rhode Island. 


Callicoon $2.00 each 

A graceful, spreading plant with arching branches. 
Nearly twice as broad as high, The foliage is good 
and the rate of growth moderately fast. The original 
plant is in the Curtis Nurseries, Callicoon, New York. 


Dwarf Whitetip (sometimes called albo-spicata) $2.50 
A graceful, broad-conical dwarf. The leaves of the lat 
spring and summer growth are whitish in color, tending 
to fade in the fall. The original plant is in the 
Morris Arboretum, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 


Von Helms Dwarf $2.00 each ) 
A dwarf variety, about as broad as high, with leaves 
closely set and not in two ranks. The original plant 
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is in the Hemlock Arboretum, a seedling from the nursedy 


of Williem Von Helms, Monsey, New York.
